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The bravest man in Richmond 

Comedian Omid Djalili tells Jay Balis how conquering his fears in ITVl’s 
surprise TV hit Splash! has led to his first solo West End run 


O mid Djalili has a lot to 
answer for. Anyone who 
loves diving will know that 
kids are now renaming a graceful 
swan dive as ‘doing an Omid’. And 
his success on ITV1 ’s show Splash! 
has caused such a stir that shops have 
seen a tsunami of demand for larger 
sized swimsuits. ‘If I have inspired 
people of a bigger shape not to be 
held back by their body and try 
athleticism, I am happy,’ he grins. 

Djalili — who made his name as 
Britain’s first Iranian stand-up and 
has acted in countless Hollywood 
movies including The Mummy, 
Gladiator and David Baddiel’s The 
Infidel as well as on the stage as 
Fagin in Cameron Mackintosh’s 
Oliver, came out of nowhere when 
he performed the first 10-metre 
swan dive in the opening show. 

The dive was a game changer 
for the show, which has just been 
signed up for another season, and for 
Djalili. ‘I actually signed up for the 
show to lose weight,’ he laughs. ‘But 
I soon realised this was a show about 
women in bikinis and fat blokes who 
could hurt themselves.’ 

The premise of Splash! was 
the equivalent of a Strictly Come

Diving, where 15 celebrities would 
learn to gracefully hurl themselves 
off 3m, 3m and ultimately 10m 
boards under the mentoring eye of 
Olympic Bronze medallist Tom 
Daley. 

‘We only had 18 hours of 
training before the first show. People 
were doing 3m and 5m and they 
needed someone to go on the 10m 
board. Because I had gone on the 
7.5m they thought I could do it,’ 
says Djalili, who lives in Richmond, 
with his wife actress Annabel Knight 
and their three children, Isabella, 
Louis and Danny. 

‘When I first went on the board 
with Jake Canuso to have a look, 
Jake collapsed with nausea and I 
thought: “I can’t do this. No way.” 
Even if someone put a gun to my 
mother’s head and said: “We will kill 
your mother if you do not jump.” 

I would say, “Ask me another 
question.”

‘When I did a straight dive off 
7.5 m for the first time, I was in 
shock for 24 hours. My organs 
inside were so shaken up. A lot of 
people failed the medical; you have 
to have a strong heart to take that 
initial impact. It normally takes 
about a year to work up to it. Even 
someone like Tom Daley is in pain 
all the time. It’s like eight people 
slapping your body all over with 
both hands.’ 

Djalili’s 10m debut dive came on 
the opening show. Dressed in what 
he dubs an Edwardian onesie, the 
dive became a YouTube hit. ‘On the 
day I just threw my arms up so high 
because there was a cameraman in 
my landing area. So when I gestured 
‘get back’ it was to this cameraman. 

I was annoyed, it was live 
television and this cameraman was in 
my path, so I thought I would aim 
myself to land on him. I thought 
whether I land on him or in the 
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I have never done a West 
End run in my life. This 
is the first time. Since 
doing Splash! I have

water it will hurt so much it won’t 
make any difference. 

‘But when I threw my arms up 
and jumped, I saw the cameraman 
move back, which is why I rotated 
too quickly and actually landed on 
my back.’ Djalili, who made the 
semi-finals, says doing the show has 
made him far braver. 

A stand-up comic for more 
than 20 years, he is embarking on 
a month-long solo West End run, 
Omid Djalili Live, at the Leicester 
Square Theatre next month. ‘I have 
never done a West End run in my 
life. This is the first time. Since 
doing Splash! I have become more 
courageous.’ 

‘All the topics I have stayed away 
from I feel I can go there now. 

I’ve always done the big topics 
like politics, Arab Spring and the 
meaning of life but I’m finding more 
meaning in the every day things: 
why London is the greatest city in 
the world, feeling 18 when you are 
47 and why are there no women 
Bishops!’ 

Although stand-up is Djalili’s 
bread and butter, it was actually his 
success in Hollywood that brought 
him to Richmond. He bought his 
first property in East Sheen 15 years 
ago after starring in the blockbuster 
The Mummy. 

‘I’ve been along the south circular 
for most of my life and used to drive 
past East Sheen Primary School. I 
always saw the kids in their uniform 
and thought they look so happy. I 
thought; “I would like my kids to 
grow up here and go there,” and 
they did,’ says Djalili. 

‘Now we just live right by 
Richmond Park and Sheen Gate 
where Fenton The Dog became an 
Internet sensation.’ 

‘What made me laugh is that I 
have seen that dog so many times 
and he’s always chasing the deer and 
you hear his owner shout “Fenton, 
FENTON! Jesus Christ...” 

‘I try and run in Richmond Park 
most mornings. I haven’t made it all 
the way round yet. As a family we 
use the park a lot.’ If Djalili’s multi 
faceted career ever stalls, it looks like 
he could be a spokesman for the 
Richmond tourist board!

Bootcamp Pilates 

It’s not just Richmond mums that have 
taken a new pilates class to heart but rugby 
players at London Welsh are big fans of 
Bootcamp Pilates in Red Lion Street too. 
The squad based in Old Deer Park had a 
few sessions and prop Billy Moss declared: 
c It was a lot harder than I thought. I was 
expecting a relaxing stretch, but I got a full 
core work out.’ 

Instead of just using a mat, the class uses 
a machine called a reformer which creates 
instability, meaning a more dynamic-based 
movement without impacting on your 
joints. ‘It’s a lot more dynamic than the 
standard pilates because you are always 
working against resistance, not just lying on 
a mat,’ says instructor Harry Rowland. ‘The 
aim is to lengthen your muscles and have a 
long figure line.

Interior designer Lisa Lewis welcomes us 
into her Richmond home... 


ith a variety of colours and 
textures and a fantastic use of 
light, it’s obvious this is no 
ordinary home. A quick glance shows the 
eye for detail that only a professional could 
have bestowed on the Richmond property.
